Moved that the Town authorize the Selectmen to sell and 
administer all real estate acquired by the Town through Tax Collec- 
tor’s Deeds. Carried. 


Article 4. Moved that the Town authorize the Tax Collector to give

made within 30 days after date of bill and empower the Collector to 
appoint a deputy collector. Carried.

Amended and moved that 1/3 of the appropriation call- 
ed for, namely $1,210.00, be transferred from Revenue Sharing 
Funds and that said sum be placed in a special Capital Reserve Fund 
to cover the cost of a soil survey of the Town of Marlow, to be even- 
tually performed by the U.S.D.A. Soil Conservation Service when 
the entire amount, namely $3,632.00 has been appropriated. Carried. 


Moved that the Town vote to participate in the National 
Flood Insurance Program by directing the Board of Selectmen to 
complete the eligibility application and submit the required informa- 
tion to the Federal Insurance Administration and that the Town vote 
to grant site plan review authority to the Planning Board in accor- 
dance with RSA 36:19A.

Moved that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $243.00 as the Town’s appropriation for the Monadnock 
Family and Mental Health Service. Carried.

17. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Committee of five 
to serve with the Selectmen to investigate the purchase of highway 
equipment, said committee to report back to the Town at a recessed 
Town Meeting to be held on June 12, 1976 at Jones Hall at 7:00 P.M. 
as to the feasibility of such a purchase, provided however, that in no 
event is the expense thereof to exceed thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000.00); and further that any sums appropriated will be raised 
through the issuance of notes in such amount and on such terms and 
conditions, as the Selectmen deem to be in the best interests of the 
Town. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the 
Town, any or all grants or other funds for Emergency Medical 
Services or Highway Safety purposes which may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States Government, the State of New 
Hampshire, or any federal, state or private agency. 


Reason: The Cheshire County Emergency Medical Services District 
Master Plan, as revised 1975, contains supporting data for 
the upgrading of emergency medical services, including the 
Marlow ambulance, and the submission of requests for cost 
sharing and/or grant-aid. At the present time there is no 
provision for the Town to either make application or re- 
ceive funds from any source for this purpose. Cost to the 
taxpayers would be minimal since any matching funds 
would be raised by outside agencies; i.e., Community 
Ambulance Services, Inc., etc., and turned over to the 
Town as its Share. (By petition). 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate/budget 
the sum of not to exceed Sixteen Thousand Four Hundred Fifty 
Dollars ($16,450.00) for the replacement as soon as possible of the 
1964 Cadillac Ambulance; and to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
and the Highway Safety Committee to make application for the max- 
imum amount of Highway Safety Funds, as authorized by current 
state and Federal regulations, the Town’s share to be derived from 
sources indicated in the above article with reimbursement from the 
Highway Safety Agency or other Federal or State agencies, as its 
share, at minimal cost to the Taxpayers of Marlow. 


Reason: The Marlow ambulance is the oldest operating vehicle of 
its type in Cheshire County and surrounding areas. It does 
not provide sufficient room for good patient care and 
working space for attendants. It is increasingly becoming 
difficult to maintain and operate and needs to be replaced 
as soon as sufficient funds are raised by the Community 
Ambulance Services, Inc. or leave this area, Stoddard, East 
Alstead and Gilsum without timely and vital emergency 
ambulance/transportation. (By petition) 
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20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
make application for and to accept, on behalf of the Town, any or all 
grants or other funds which may now or hereafter be forthcoming 
from the United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, or 
any federal, state or private agency. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance to prohibit 
the operation of snowmobiles within 2 mile of Jones Hall after 10:00 
P.M. and before 8:00 A.M. except for purposes of ingress or egress 
from a dwelling, pursuant to R.S.A. 269-C:12 (supp). 


22. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
Municipal Budget Law and to elect or appoint the member-at-large 
of a Budget Committee. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for the purpose of continuing reno- 
vations of the Town Hall under the guidance and recommendations 
of the Town Hall Committee, and to appropriate money from the 
Revenue Sharing Funds established under provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, for the same.

In the past year, the Fire Department has responded to 24 total 
calls. Fifteen within the town and nine outside of town through our 
Mutual Aid System. 


Our fifteen in town calls included four building fires, four chimney 
fires, three fires at the dump and one call for a flooded furnace.

ANNUAL REPORT 
GILSUM MARLOW NELSON STODDARD SULLIVAN SURRY 


The North Cheshire County Home Health Service is a health oriented agency 
which provides the six member towns with the services of a Registered Nurse 
on a visiting, part-time basis for twenty hours a week. The health services that 
are: offered include skilled nursing care of the sick at home, and health guidance, 
which encompasses such areas as nutrition, health planning and assessment, 
disease prevention, information about healthful living and referral to other com- 
munity resources. 


A Registered Physical Therapist and a male Licensed Practical Nurse are also 
available on a contract arrangement, by appointment. We have recently started 
utilizing’ the services of a Homemaker/Home Health Aide, who has been furnish- 
ed through the Keene Visiting Nurse Agency. This valuable resource offers assis- 
tance in homemaking and care of the sick at home on a more comprehensive 
basis than we have before been able to offer. 


Our Child Health Conference, which provides free well-child care and immun- 
izations to low-income families, has been maintained. The conferences are held 
at the Keene Clinic, in Dr. Gilbert Fuld’s office, on a monthly schedule. This 
project is funded in part under agreement with the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Public Health, Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. We are hoping 
to be able to use our Child Health Conference to make supplemental foods avail- 
able to it’s participants through a new Federal program. This is currently only 
in the investigational stages. 


This year we have implemented a Dental Care Program for pre-school children. 
There are presently 24 children enrolled, and we hope to continue with the pro- 
gram every six months. 


The Agency is certified to participate in the Medicare Program and receive pay- 
ment for these patients eligible under Medicare. The fee per visit for nursing 
care is adjusted according to the patient’s ability to pay. All health guidance 
and disease prevention visits are rendered free according to Agency policies. 


Several new ideas and projects have been given recent consideration; a pre- 
natal clinic for Cheshire County, and a blood pressure clinic for our towns. 
It is the joint effprts of the many people in our towns who have made these 
services and new ideas possible. Many have given their time to serve on the 
Board, on committees and in the membership drive. We are glad that all the 
towns have felt this service important enough to make appropriations for it’s 
support.

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PROPOSED 
CEMETERY RULES 


Plot owners in all cemeteries often misunderstand the purpose and function of 
cemetery rules and regulations; the important part they play in the beautification 
and preservation of the grounds. Too often people are inclined to resent what 
they term “restriction on my rights and privileges’’. 


Fortunately for Marlow, residents of the community fully realize that cemetery 
rules are for the protection of the plot owner, safeguarding him from the misdi- 
rected sentiment and poor taste of those who might erect unsightly memorials or 
otherwise impair the dignity and beauty of the cemeteries. 


For the mutual protection and benefit of lot owners, and each cemetery as a 
unit, the following Rules and Regulations have been adopted as the Rules and 
Regulations of the Marlow Cemeteries, and all visitors within the cemeteries, and 
all lots sold, shall be subject to said Rules and Regulations, and subject, further, 
to such other Rules and Regulations, amendments or alterations as shall be 
adopted by the Town from time to time; and the reference to these Rules and 
Regulations in the Deed or Certificate of Ownership to a lot shall have the same 
force and effect as if set forth in full therein. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS OF TOWN CEMETERIES 
GENERAL PROVISIONS: 


ART. 1 The Sexton is hereby empowered to enforce all Rules and Regula- 
tions, and to exclude from the property of the Town cemeteries any 
person violating the same, and the Sexton shall have charge of the 
grounds and buildings, and at all times, shall have supervision and 
control of all persons within the cemetery, including the conduct of 
funerals, traffic and employees. To protect and promote the best in- 
terest of the cemetery, he is authorized to make temporary addition- 
al rules with approval of the Selectmen which may be needed from 


time to time, to meet emergencies which are not covered by these 
Rules and Regulations. 


ART. 2 Special cases or emergency conditions may arise in which the literal 
enforcement of a rule may impose unnecessary hardship. The Select- 
men, therefore, reserve the right, without notice, to make exceptions, 
suspensions or modifications in any of these Rules and Regulations, 
when, in their judgement, the same appears advisable; and such tem- 
porary exceptions, suspensions, or modifications shall in no way be 
construed as affecting the general application of such rule. 


ART. 3 The use of the cemetery as a thoroughfare is prohibited, and com- 
mercial or business vehicles are permitted to enter only by permis- 
sion from the Sexton. No bicycles or motorcycles or animals shall be 
admitted to the cemetery.

Persons within the cemetery grounds shall use only the walks or roads, 
and any person injured while walking on the grass, except that be the 
only way to reach his plot, or while on any portion of the cemetery 
other than the walks or roads, shall in no way hold the Town liable 
for any injuries sustained. 


Children under fifteen years of age shall not be permitted within the 
cemetery or its buildings unless accompanied or authorized by proper 
persons to take care of them. 


Besides being subject to these Rules and Regulations all interments 
and removals are made subject to the orders and laws of the properly 
constituted authorities of the Town, County, and State. 


Notice of interment must be given to the Cemetery Sexton at least 
forty-eight (48) hours in advance. 


When for any reason, the interment space cannot be opened where 
specified, the Sexton may, in his discretion, open it in such location 
in the lot as he deems best and proper, so as not to delay the funeral; 
and the Town shall not be liable in damages for any error so made. 


The Town reserves, and shall have, the right to correct any errors that 
may be made by it either in making interments, disinterments, or re- 
movals, or in the description, transfer or conveyance of any interment 


property. 


The Town shall in no way be liable for any delay in the interment of 
a body where a protest to the interment has been made, or when the 
Rules and Regulations have not been complied with. 


Every body buried in a lot or single grave must be enclosed in acon- 
crete, stone, or other permanent vault of approved specifications. 


The certificate of ownership and these Rules and Regulations and any 
amendments hereto shall be the sole agreement between the Town 
and the plot owner. 


As aspecial mark of respect to those who have so served our country, 
the American flag shall be displayed only on the grave of those persons 
who have honorably served in the armed forces of the United States 
of America. All flags will be removed without notice when they be- 
come soiled, faded, torn or otherwise unsightly. 


Cost of plot shall be $50 per single lot (2 graves), and $100 per 
double lot (4 or 5 graves). Funds derived from the sale of plots 
shall be credited to a Common Perpetual Care Trust Fund and shall 
be considered as payment in full by the purchaser for care of the lot 
by the Town in perpetuity. 


All monies earned from the Common Perpetual Care Trust Fund dur- 
ing the current year and not expended for the care of these said lots 
shall be paid over to a Permanent Improvement Fund and the income 
only, derived from said Fund shall be used for improvements and 
enlargements of the cemeteries of the Town. 


Appropriations approved and voted by the Town may be made from 
the principal account of said Permanent Improvement Fund for im- 
provements and enlargements of the cemeteries of the Town. 


Sale of lots shall be limited to residents or former residents with the 
approval of the Cemetery Committee. 
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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The year started out with a Board of Selectmen consisting of James 
Bissell, Chairman; Marguerite Rhoades; and Robert Askey. Near the 
end of the year 1975, Robert Askey resigned and Erwin Cushing was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. On December 31, 1975, James Bissell, 
too, resigned. His replacement has not been appointed. 


The reappraisal of property has been completed this year. While the 
total amount spent during the last two years is over the estimated 
figure for the reappraisal, we would like to point out that the trans- 
fer of property during this two years accounts for much of this, due to 
the necessity of updating of maps and assessment cards each time 
property is transferred. We would also like to point out the tremen- 
dous saving made by having the mapping done under the State Asses- 
sors directions. We are assured that our maps, with probably only the 
addition of a cross-file system, will meet the State’s requirements 
for Tax Maps by 1980. After seeing that some surrounding towns are 
expecting to have to raise twenty or thirty thousand dollars for this, 
we consider this a real saving for the Town of Marlow. 


During the Fall, the Lempster, Acworth and Washington Town 
Lines were perambulated and all bounds were renewed. This only 
leaves the Alstead Town Line in order to bring our perabulations up 
to date. 


The Planning Board has had a comparatively quiet year. Robert 
Askey was ex officio member until his resignation and then Marguerite 
Rhoades filled that vacancy. We have asked the Planning Board to ex- 
plore the possibility of use of the gravel bank on Ashuelot Road asa 
possible land fill site. This is a problem that we can not ignore 
indefinitely. 


The Town Hall Committee has seen to it that work is progressing 
on the renovations of Jones Hall, perhaps not as extensively as we’d 
like, but we felt that it is better to keep the project progressing and 
try to preserve and prevent further deterioration of what we have. 


The Cemetery Committee has worked many hours to plan and stake 
out lots in our new section to insure the best use of the newly avail- 
able space and to keep it as nearly as possible along the.same plan as 
the existing cemetery. Many, many more hours were spent in putting 
together a set of acceptable rules and regulations governing our entire 
cemetery. We feel that they have come up with a very acceptable set 
of rules and encourage their adoption. We would also like to point 
out the very fine job done in caring for the cemetery and its’ records 
by our Sexton, Margery Davis. We would like to draw your attention 
to the need for grading and fill at the West Cemetery, and fencing for 
the Village Cemetery. 


The Bicentennial Committee is making great plans for our Country’s 


200th birthday. Their report will be found elsewhere in this Town 
Report. 
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After a Bridge Inspection, requested by the Selectmen and made by 
a State Inspector, we realized the need for replanking the Lewis 
(Reno) Bridge. After consultation with Norman Grandin and Floyd 
Avery, funds formerly committed to the Gustin Pond TRA Project 
from the Duncan Fund, were released for the purchase of the planks 
and Its’ installation. The planks have arrived and it is hoped that they 
will be installed by the highway department as soon as weather 
permits. 


We would like to call attention to the need for a new cover for the 
Watering Tub and the need for a cover over the water hole on Gustin 
Pond Road. 


At the start of the Winter, Road Agent Stanley Sanders, Jr. resigned. 
Thomas Foote was appointed to this position until early January 
when he was replaced by Delmont Zanke. A ROAD AGENT’S LOT 
IS NOT A HAPPY ONE!!!! 


It would seem that of prime importance to this Town Meeting 
would be the need for new highway equipment - i.e., a truck and pos- 
sibly a tractor and equipment. At the present time, we are hiring 
most of our plowing and often, due to break-downs, much of the 
sanding, too, done for us. Our repair cost on the International total 
more than note payments would be on a new truck. We have been 
fortunate that the Town of Washington has been willing to ‘“Trade 
work’”’ with us on the Ashuelot Road. We were fortunate to be able 
to hire a tractor-loader at a reasonable price. We earnestly ask your 
deep consideration and the passage of, Article 17 of the Town Warrant. 
People are no longer content to be able to “‘get out’’ once a week. 
Almost every town road in town has someone living on it the year 
around who has to be able to get to a job every day. Many of 
our town roads have summer residents who wish to spend winter 
week-ends in Marlow. Laws now require that we pay our help at the 
rate of time-and one-half the same as most other jobs offer. Our high- 
way help is badly underpaid. 


The request for a rehearing of the Current Use Appeal was denied. 


Under Article 24, we plan to bring you up to date on latest devel- 
opments in the so called “‘Land Auction Sub-Division”’. 


Our parting advice to the people of Marlow would be to consider 
that the people you elected to or who were appointed to office, took 
the prescribed oath - “‘To faithfully and impartially perform all of the 
duties encumbant upon that office — to the best of our ability”. Most 
of us were very serious about that oath —TRUST US A LITTLE!!!

I am pleased to submit my annual report to the school board and 
residents of the Marlow School District.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To assess the progress of education in the Marlow School District 
one has to review recent events in their proper prospective. Frequent 
meetings between parents and teachers to discuss student progress are 
certainly indications of improved communications. Greater use of 
parent volunteers in the school is evidence of an openness on the part 
of teachers and parents to better communicate. The educational pro- 
cess is becoming less and less a, ‘“‘closed-door operation’’, limiting 
communication with parents and citizens in the community. 


The regular teaching staff has remained intact for two years, adding 
to the continuity of education and to the progress of improvement. 
This condition is certainly an indication that a good educational pro- 
gram is being provided for the children of Marlow. For this, the 
staff is commended for their fine efforts under the growing leader- 
ship of Kully Mindemann, lead teacher. 


Opportunities for learning have increased in number and variety. 
More and more resource people in the community and near by com- 
munities have been called to serve the school. Field trips have in- 
creased in number. The art, physical education and music programs 
have been shaped more to meet the needs expressed by our students. 
Teachers are showing a greater concern to select instruction mater- 
ials most suited to enrich and support the curriculum, taking into 
consideration the varied interest, abilities, and the maturity level of 
the pupils being served. 


Any outside observer would be impressed by the fine working rela- 
tionship between the staff and parents and parent groups in the com- 
munity. The caoperative effort to provide good and safe playground 
equipment and to improve the playground conditions for students 
seems a rarity during our times, but not in Marlow. 


To sum up the situation, progress is being made in education. The 


parents and citizens of Marlow have a fine school; students are eager 
and enthusiastic; teachers are dedicated and parents seem encouraged. 
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As a school administrator serving the Marlow School Board, I am 
hopeful that there will be a more harmonious working relationship 
among groups and authorities in the community. Otherwise, our 
energies will be detracted from the most fundamental goal, to serve 
the citizens and children of Marlow. We must make every effort to 
work together. 


Economic issues continue to plague any agency serving the public, 
as well as, citizens facing soaring costs of living and increased taxation. 
This concern was reflected by the school board submitting a frugal 
budget at Annual School District Meeting. Conditions of our time 
were further reflected by the action of the voters to cut the budget 
by $1,100. However, we will live within the budget limitations with 
little, if any, effect on the educational program. 


Once again at Annual School District Meeting in March, voters of 
the district will be faced with similar circumstances. The proposed 
gross budget shows an increase of 9 per cent, while the net budget- 
amount of money to be raised by local taxes, shows a 14 per cent 
increase. 


Transportation costs, utilities costs, and tuition costs to Keene 
schools, all obligated or required expenses, show the most signifi- 
cant increases in the budget. Thus, any reduction in the budget at the 
Annual School District Meeting will naturally only impact on the 
local educational program and effort. 


Again I take this opportunity on behalf of the staff and myself to 
express our appreciation for the cooperation and assistance so readily 
given to the John D. Perkins, Sr. School by the parents and citizens 
of Marlow. Recognition is due to members of the school board and 
the entire staff for their untiring effort in their respective assignments 
which have made this a good year. My many thanks to the office 
staff of the Supervisory Union office and to the custodial staff of the 
Fall Mountain Regional School District for their continued effort and 
support. To Mr. Stanley B. Tufts, Superintendent of Schools, I wish 
to express my sincere thanks and appreciation for his continued as- 
sistance and counsel.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1974-75, sixty-four vision tests were done. 
Sixty-four hearing tests were done, with one referral made. Sixty- 
four students were weighed and measured. 


Children to attend Marlow grade one registered at the Marlow 
school in the spring. At this time there is a review of the child’s 
health history, also vision and hearing screening done at this time, 
and necessary referrals made. 


Forty children participated in the urine screening for sugar and 
albumin. All screenings were negative. 


Dr. Winton from the New Hampshire Department of Health, Com- 
municable Disease Division, Concord, New Hampshire gave twelve 
students Rubella vaccine. 


A number of home visits were made to follow-up on questionable 
health problems brought to the attention of the school nurse. 


I wish to thank the Marlow community and school personnel for 
its continuing support and cooperation for the School Health 
Program.

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REPORT OF THE MARLOW SCHOOL BOARD 


The Marlow School Board has had a very busy year, not only with 
our primary function of setting school policy, but also with a study 
committee and special school district meeting. 


The school board, as directed by the voters, did petition the New 
Hampshire State Board of Education for a change from Union No. 60 
to Union No. 29. The State Board did not act on this petition. We 
have not yet been formally notified of the reasons for this, apparent- 
ly they feel a change of Unions is an unwise move at the present time. 


Of great concern to the school board is that people hesitate to ap- 
proach us with their problems concerning the school. For example, 
the special school district meeting, such as the one held last summer, 
should have been the last resort. These meetings are often very bitter 
and unsatisfactory, as well as costly. Much could be gained by at- 
tending a school board meeting before a problem grows all out of 
proportion. Then if, in your opinion, the board does not act in the 
nest interests of all parties concerned, you still have other recourses 
left. 


Our monthly meetings are held on the third Monday of each month 
and everyone is welcome. Our thanks go to all the people who did 
have enough concern and interest in what we were doing to attend 
our meetings this past year. We are hoping to see more of you at the 
meetings; in the coming year. 


The teaching staff now includes a music teacher, judging from the 
music at the Christmas program, he will be quite an asset to the 
school. Our other teachers continue to be outstanding. Mr. 
Mindemann is assuming more and more responsibilities as lead teacher 
and is doing an excellent job. We can take pride in stating education 
is progressing very well in Marlow. 


The problem of discipline on the bus seems to have been resolved 
by stricter bus rules and the hiring of a new bus driver. 


It has been a pleasure to have worked with Stanley B. Tufts and 
John Menton this past year, while Mr. Menton will continue doing his 
usual excellent job for us, we are sad to say Mr. Tufts is resigning. We 
would like to take this opportunity to wish him good luck and suc- 
cess in the future.
